Latest Education 
Bill Is Inadequate 

Premier DuplessiV bill concerning financial aid to 
students which is before the Quebec Legislature at the 
present time "does little to solve the fundamental problems 
of higher education in thi3 province." 



It was further stated that while 
the provisions of the bill were a 
slight improvement over the pre- 
sent situation, it must be realiz- 
ed they fall far short of the stu- 
dent aim of ensuring that no 
qualified person is prevented 
from attending university becau- 
se, of financial difficulties. 

The provisions for higher 
loans, and in particular, of re- 
ducing the reimbursable portion 
of the scholarship from 50% 
to 40C'o may be considered as a 
first step towards improvements. 
However a system based mainly 
on loans as the present one Js, 
prevents many of those qualified 
students who belong to the eco- 
nomically less fortunate classes 
from contemplating a university 
. education. Thus they are pre- 
vented from making their full 
contribution to the development 
of this province. 

SERIOUS RISK 

Further, the government has 
refused to recognize our recom- 
mendations for higher statutory 
grants leaving the administration 
of the universities in the same 
financial dilemma. This means 
that as the administrative needs 
increase, the little aid which has 
been given is in serious rule of 
being nullified due to increase 
in student fees. 

The Bill which Duplessis pro- 
posed at his meeting with the 
student presidents on Bee. Uth 
has been given one Teading by 
Parliament in its current session. 
A supplementary brief presented 
by the students to the premier 
was refused. This supplementary ■ 
brief contained a reaffirmation 
of the student position in regard 



to financial aid on statutory 
grants . 

The présidents were prohibited 
from petitioning the Quebec Le- 
gislature as an Indirect result of 
Duplessis* education bill 
(No. 23). A rule of procedure 
existent In the Legislature pre- 
vents consideration of a petition 
which refers to a subject already 
touched upon by proposed legis- 
lation. Thus although the Presi- 
dents are "disappointed" with 
the present bill, they cannot 
proceed further with their own 
petition until the next session. 
The idea has not been shelved 
however and definite plans are 
underway for its use at a more 
opportune occasion. 

At their most recent meeting, 
the presidents decided to launch 
an "active campaign" to consoli- 
date the student position on 
March 5th — National Students' 
Day.

Polish Politics In

Dr. Oscar Halecki, the Polish historian from Ford- 
ham and Columbia Universities, in a lecture last night 
sketched a brief outline of the Polish history over the 
past thousand years with particular reference to her close 
ties with the Western Civilization. Poles all over the world 
are preparing for the celebration of the millenium since 
Duke Mieszko brought his subjects into Christianity in 966. 

Professor Halecki stressed the 



difference in interpretation of 
this event between the Marxist 
.and Christian scholars. 

' ' The speaker argued the trans- 
cendental importance of the role 
Poland played through the ages 
as the "bulwark of Western 
Christendom." For centuries Po- 
land's eastern borders marked 
also the forward frontiers of tho 
European Civilization. Little or 
no assistance was given to Po- 



land in her struggles against the 
Eastern onslaught from her wes- 
tern neighbours. 

In 1241 the Polish troops ef- 
fectrfery checked, the Mongol in- 
vasions. It was also the lot of the 
Poles to drive back the expan- 
sion of the Ottoman Empire dur- 
ing the campaign of Vienna in 
the 17th century.

No RCMP Infiltration 
Of University Groups 

Gazettê Charges Denied 
By Police Commissioner

The Commissioner of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police has denied a statement 
made by a Montreal newspaper columnist that RCMP constables are infiltrating student 
groups to spy on Communist activity. * 

Commissioner L.H. Nicholson 
made his denial public in a Letter 
to the Editor of the Montreal 
Gazette. He said that the state- 
ment by Mr. Gerald G. Fitzgerald, 
writing under the name of Fitz, 
"Js quite incorrect". 

TO FURTHER EDUCATION 

In his column of January 15, 
Fitzgerald claimed that the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police ". . . has 
infiltrated student bodies among 
which the Communists have been 
noticeably active with agents of 
its own, young members of the 
Force who are granted leave 
from other duties to further their 
education, while at the same time 
keeping Communist activity 
among students under observa- 
tion." 

Commissioner Nicholson stated 
in his letter that "for many years 
it has been the policy of this 
Force to send selected members 
to attend universities for the pur- 
pose of studying law, science, and 
commerce, as well as general 
arts subjects." 

• NO SLEUTHING 

He continued ". . . none of • 
these men is given any investig- 
ative duties in respect to the 
university they are attending." 

Tho Commissioner stated that 
these men "want to enjoy normal 
free and easy relations with their 
fellow students and members of 
the faculty. They are present 
under their own names and are 
known to be members of this 
Force."

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The Rule 0Ï Law 

Despite the obvious legal and political implications 
emanating from the Roncarelli decision, only the passage 
of time will tell of the true impact that the case will bear 
upon the Quebec political scene. The case is a significant 
example of the triumph of the Rule of Law. It was this 
very hallowed, and most fundamental. principle. of demo- 
cratic society that emerged as the true winner. 

It is one thing to maintain that in theory tiny Minister 
of the Crown,. from the Prime Minister down, can be sued 
by a private citizen, but.it is quite another to see it carried 
out. Moreover, a judicial condemnation of a person holding 
the "second-highest" political office in a province reawakens 
one to the important role that the judicial system plays 
as the guardian of our way of life. This is all the more 
significant when one considers that this person is one as 
politically powerful and firmly entrenched in office as is 
Premier Duplessis. 

Government business and administration today are 
highly complex machinery. Only a streamlined and inde- 
pendent executive can operate this machinery effectively. 
Yet if the operator runs amuck, the machine may produce 
strange results. Thus while the Separation of Powers into 
three branches may, practically speaking, no longer be 
possible today, the checks and safeguards .which this theory 
purports to create must be jealously guarded. 

In Quebec, where our freedoms and civil liberties — 
except when they, become a Domjnion-Prov. issue — have 
often been stifled by the provincial executive, the know- 
ledge that a judicial safeguard does exist assumes an added 
significance. The choked, frustrated panic that we some 
times tend to feel in viewing the Quebec political scene is 
now somewhat alleviated. The knowledge that the Premier 
of our Province is not above the courts, contains a certain 
measure of comfort and security in it. 

As Gerard Filion of Le Devoir so aptly put it, "Even a 
Prime Minister, even Mr. Duplessis himself, tloes not have 
the right to do everything. It is neither his caprice nor his 
sentiment of love or of hatred which dictate the acts of 
government. Like the other members of the cabinet, he 
must be thé servant of the law." 

Motley Conglomerate? 

Mr. Alan Jarvis, Director of the National Gallery of 
Canada, was quoted in yesterday's paper as having obser- 
ved, "They (the universities) have a terrifying tendency 
to destroy lovely old buildings and put up hideous modern 
ones instead". 

We at McGill need fear no accusations of architectu- 
j-al Philistinism, at least not on the former count. Old 
buildings we have in abundance, and torn down they even- 
tually may be, but lovely they , most certainly are not! 
A brief tour of our campus should provide cogent eviden- 
ce of this. 

Proceeding west along Sherbrooke, one is first con- 
fronted by the massive frontal ugliness of the Physics 
Building, seen across a parking lot, its dark, pigeon-limed 
visage pocked with windows like caves in some ancient 
cliff-dwelling. Turning up Graduates' Row, one faces the 
undistinguished facade of the Arts Building, with its ram- 
'bling wings and crcam-and-copper-oxide-coloured cupola. 

On the right, of the lower campus is a sprawling ag- 
gregate, comprised of the monolithic bulks of the Engi- 
neering, Chemistry, and Physics Buildings, all seemingly 
mounted on the square white shaft of the Physical Sciences 
Centre. In the "Most Ugly Individual Objects" class, the 
grotesque stone pineapples which adorn the Engineering 
Building are all by themselves. 

On the left of the campus, one is treated to a whirl- 
wind tour of history. Past the Greek columns and top-heavy 
squareness of the Redpath Museum, one's eye roves to the 
arched windows ànd medieval turrets of Presbyterian Col- 
lege, and thence to the flat, white modernity of the new 
library, grafted onto the comfortably grimy stone of the 
old. . • ,. ... . 

Behind the campus rises .the- brick smokestack of the 
' power house, and beside it sits the Biology Building, like 
a vast stone barn plopped down at random in the back forty. 

Granted that our building programme must be carried 
out in a piecemeal manner, there must still be some better 
way of blending successive styles so that the .disharmony 
would be a little less startling. Right now, the buildings of 
our campus, stand as a motley tribute to the vicissitudes of 
, architectural fashion.

Europe's History 

Europe was pushed almost to the 
liâtes of Moscow, the Polish- 
Lithuanian Commonwealth had 
to resist frequent invasions from 
its Teutonic neighbours in the 
West. 

Over the centuries, the major 
single Influence in the Polish 
history was the strong link which 
made this country an integral 
and essential part of Western 
Christendom. 

Dr.. Halecki attacked the ef- 
forts of the deterministic Marx- 
ians to make History appear a 
natural and. unavoidable process. 
: it is the role of men to shape it 
and to further Its. course through 
faith an action. While surveying 
the past thousand years of Po- 
lish history, the speaker sug- 
gested three spans, comprising 
ten generations each. One stret- 
ching through the lime of birth 
and growth, the second of ma- 
ture splendor, and the third of 
painful struggle and decline. 

MILLENNIUM IN. 1966 

At this point, Professor Halec- 
ki rang a hopeful note. The third 
period, coming to an end on the 
occasion of the celebration of 
the millenium in 1966, give 
ground to hope that a new era 
of rebirth and prosperity may be 
in the offing. 

Professor T. Homer thanked 
the speaker 'on "behalf of the 
Polish Institute. A brief projec- 
tion of coloured slides of the Po- 
lish Art treasures dating from 
the 15th and 16th centuries 
which are at present deposited 
in Quebec City followed.

US Students 

The United . States National 
Student Association has declared 
itself to be "unalterably opposed 
to all forms of discrimination in 
education which are based on 
race, religion, or national orig- 
ins." 

This declaration arose in pro- 
test of what they term "delays 
and opposition to the process 
of desegregation in education in 
the United States . . .". In certain 
districts of the USA segregation 
still exists in spite of a Supreme 
Court decision in May 1855 which 
demanded immediate integration 
of all educational Institutions. 

In an attempt to alleviate the 
situation, the 1058 National Stu- 
dent Congress is planning to hold 
an interracial conference on des- 
egregation, to distribute pertinent 
material and to urge individual 
campuses to organize committees 
for studying the problem. 

The USNSA hopes by these 
actions to realize their acknow- 
ledgement of the concept of 
equality of opportunity for all 
people in opposition to all forms 
of discrimination.

Disciplinary Court 
To Be Proposed 



HAMILTON — CUP — McMas- 
ter University's Student Council 
went into special session yester- 
day to consider a plan for a Stu- 
dent Disciplinary' Committee to 
handle all matters of student 
discipline. 

At present student discipline 
is the Joint responsibility of the 
Students' Council and the uni- 
versity administration. 

The four-point manifesto for 
the proposed student court pro- 
vides that It:, 

• —will have power to fine stu- 
dents within the limits of reason ' 
alone; 

—will have the power to de- 
prive students of privileges with 
regard to extracurricular activ- 
ities; 

— will be able to recommend 
expulsion from the university; 

x-and, have all its decisions 
subject to review by Mac Arts 
and Sciences Dean H. S. Arm- 
strong. 

CHIEF JUSTICE 

The proposed court will con- 
sist of five senior students to In- 
clude a "chief justice" and s 
"clerk". 

The first year's court will be 
named by the students' council. 
In following years, the court of 
the outgoing year will appoint 
Its successors. 

If (he council approves of the 
plan, it will then have to go 
before the university Senate. The 
plan would probably not take 
effect before next fall, Mac sour- 
ces said last night. 

The court would have no con- 
trol over residences. Existent re- 
sidence house committees would 
continue to exercise jurisdiction 
over residence discipline.
